Militia In Pursuit 


SIX KILLED DURING FIGHT 


Doings of Crazy Snake, Who Heads 


Band of Well Armed Renegades, 


Revealed by Hli College Bred Son 


After Bting Dangled on the End of a 


Rope—Rtal Indian 
Uprising 
Had 


Been Long Plotted and Prepared 


Oklahoma City, Okla., March 29.— 


Five companies of Oklahoma inllltla 
marched last night against Crazy 
Snake's band of Creek Indians, half- 
breeds and negroes, entrenched 
In 


the Hickory Hills, seven miles-from 
Henryetta. 
A'battle is regarded as 


inevitable, as 
the 
heavily 
armed 


troops set out either to capture or ex- 
terminate 
the 
murderous 
Jjand, 


which, since Thursday, has caused 
the death of sir men, the wounding of 
many others, and brought about a 
condition of terror 
hi 
Henryetta, 


Pierce and all the surrounding coun- 
try. 


Crazy Snake's men number about 


200, 
all armed with modern rifles and 


plentifully supplied-with ammunition. 
They had prepared for two months 
for .this, their final stand 
against 


lawful authority. 
They defiantly sent 


out word Sunday that they would fight 
to the death. 
The militiamen's of- 


ficers declared that they would shoot 
to kill from the first: 


Crazy Snake's band strongly en- 


trenched Itself early in the day and 
was reinforced from time to time by 
roving companies which were scared 
away from Henryetta by the approach 
of the troops. 


Crazy Snake is in personal com- 


mand. 
This was established by the 


testimony choked out of his college- 
bred son, by means-of a rope. Young 
Harjo was strung, up by the deter- 
mined deputies until 
nearly 
dead. 


Then he gasped out that his father 
was in command, named the Indian 
who killed the deputies, told the offi- 
cers how to trail the .hand, and did 
everything which a stoical red man Is 
supposed not to do when in the hands 
of his enemies. 


•This first real Indian uprising of 


years has held this region on edge for 
four days. It had been plotted and 
prepared for two months. 
It broke 


out last Thursday when several deputy 
eheriffs went to Henryetta to arrest 
negro cattle thieves. They were fired 
on by negro and half-breed friends of 
the criminals and forced to retreat, 


A few hours later they returned 


with additional forces and. were "fired 
on by the band, then augmented by a 
number of Crazy Snake's Indians. 
In 


this fight three negroes were killed 
and flve wounded! according to the 
official reports, although it Is thought 
many more Indians were wounded, as 
scores of shots were fired at close 
quarters. 
This clash 
resulted 
in 


forty-one arrests. 


Meantime Crazy Snake's followers 


<etermined on an aggressive cam- 
paign. 
The 'chief's plans had to be 


prematurely sprung on account of the 
unexpected attack 
of deputies 
on 


Henryetta. Deputies fanned the flame 
by hunting strenuously for the lead- 
era,, and Crazy Snake, forced to the 
wall, determined to strike a hard 
Wow in an-effort to escape. 


Saturday night part of his band was 


run to cover by deputies in a search 
for 
leaders 
of 
Thursday's 
fight. 


Marshal Baum and Deputy Odom paid; 
their lives as a price. 
1JThey were 


shot down, 
according 
.to • Crazy 


Snake's son, by Charles 
Coker, 
a 


Seminble Indian. This event aroused 
the state authorities. 


Governor Haskell ordered out the 


militia and the word was passed that 
the band must be captured or killed. 


Not till Sunday did the people of 


Henryetta realize the dangerous sit- 
uation. Threatened by raids by some 
of Crazy Snake's men, they hurriedly 
armed, patrolled the roads leading to 
the town, sent to surrounding towns 
for arms and ammunition, and sent 
urgent appeals to Governor' HaskelL 
to hurry the militia to the scene. 


Not until the soldiers arrived last 


night were the 
people's 
fears re- 


lieved. 
Then the Indian bands scur- 


ried away to avoid a battle with the 
military, preferring to cast their lot 
with the large band entrenched un- 
der Crazy Snake's In Hickory Hills, 
and to take part in a guerilla fight 
that appeared inevitable. 


When the state 
troops 
reached 


Crazy Snake's camp last night they 
found it deserted and every tepee, hut 
and tent In flame's. The Indians had 
fled to a stronger position to the 
north, where a battle likely will be 
fought today.

TO REACH DYING MOTHER 


Vanderlip Travels In Record Time, 


but Arrives Too Late 


.Chicago, March 29.—Frank L. Van- 


derlip, president of the National City 
Bank of New York, broke all Ameri- 
can railroad records Sunday in an ef- 
fort lo reach the bedside of his dying 
mother, but he lost the race with 
death by twenty-eight minutes. 


Vanderlip, jn a special train, cov- 


ered the distance from New York to 
Englewood 
station, 
Chicago, 
851 


miles, in 15 hours and 
58 minutes. 


The train consisted of four coaches 
nnd a powerful 
locomotive. 
The 


trainmen were the only persons car- 
ried besides Vanderlip, but it was 
necessary to add the extra coaches to 
give the train the proper weight for 
high speed. 


Vanderlip's train was given 
the 


right of way over everything on the 
line. The trainmen expected to cover 
the distance in eighteen hours.

Mrs. Farmer prepared the 


statement in the presence of a notary 
public and Father Hickey, her spirit- 
ual adviser. 
James Farmer's case is 


now before the court of appeals. 


MRS. MARY FARMER 


Father Hickey had told the con- 


demned woman that 
if 
she 
could 


truthfully make any statement thai 
would exonerate her husband she 
should do so. Mrs. Farmer replied 
that she had no desire to make any 
confession, but that she would make a 
statement concerning the case. 
It 


was, however, at the suggestion ol 
:Mrs. 'Farmer that the notary public 
was called In. 


Brought from the Voman's prison tc 


the receiving cell in the condemned 
row, Mrs. Farmer bade farewell lo 
her husband last night and was then 
lodged in the cell that adjoins the 
execution chamber, to await the call 
to the chair. 


James Farmer, the husband, was 


taken to another part of the prison 
that h'i might not hear the witnesses 
on their way to the room of execution 
or the march of his wife to her death. 


The last words betw&en herself and 


her husband, separated in their part- 
ing Interview by heavy bars 'and an 
impenetrable screen, were' affecting 
to the two women attendants and the 
captain of the guard. As the law does 
not permit it, there was no farewell 
embrace last night when 
the 
time 


came for separation. 


When the steel door of Mrs. Farm- 


er's cell had closed and James .Farm- 
er, weeping, had been led away, the 
woman fell upon her cot and wept 
for a few moments and then began lo 
pray. Her attendants did not tell her 
of the death chair in the next room .

Farmer at 3 o'clock this morning and 
remained with her to the end.

A Seed Inspection 1_aw 


The legislature of New . Hampshire 


has enacted a law for Improving ine- 
quality of seed, which takes effect o!i 
the fifteenth of May next 
This leg- 


islation is in line with legislation in 
other states, and is intended to se- 
cure greater purity and better ger- 
minating power in garden and field 
seeds. 
Many farmers have had un- 


fortunate experience in sowing clovi 
er and grass seed that was largel;' 
adxilterated with weed seeds, and also 
in sowing seed of low 
germinating 


power. 


This law, like other laws of a sim- 


ilar nature, will work no hardship td 
the dealer who sells good seed, but 
on the other hand will protect him 
from the odium cast upon all seer 
dealers through the operations of the 
Khy.-.ter who sells inferior seed.

FKUNING TREES AT SETTING. 


Severe Priming Before Setting Oat 


Has Given Best Results. 


Some Interesting Information rela- 


tive to the 
different 
methods of 


pruning peach trees at time of set- 
ting are given In bulletin on "Sug- 
gestions on the 
Renewal 
of the 


Peach Industry," says the Prairie 
Farmer. Prof. Warren points out 
that all pruning before setting can 
be done most rapidly before the 
trees are set in the ground. The trees 
may be pruned, have borers removed 
and be dipped in lime, sulrihur and 
salt and then heeled In again to set 
for time of planting. 


In order to see what effect this 


system of pruning might have on the 
growth of trees, it Is reported that 
eighty Mountain Rose trees were di- 
vided Into four lots. Different meth- 
ods of pruning were as follows: •. 


Dot one were pruned to whips. 
Lot two were pruned so that about 


five stubs were left, each about one 
Inch long so that there was one bud 
on each side branch. 


Lot three were pruned eo that five, 


stubs were left, each stub being' 
about three Inches long. 


Lot four were pruned so that one- 


third of the top of each tree was re- 
moved by cutting the tips of the 
twigs off. By this method the heads 
were left most as they were when 
they come from the nursery.

The results 'of the test as report- 


ed by Professor Warren shows that 
the severe pruning proved to be the 
most successful. It was found that 
of the twenty trees pruned to whips 
eighteen were found to make good 
growth on June l, while two were 
making a fair growth. 


Lot two, which were pruned to 


one Inch tops had seventeen making 
good growth on 1, and three making 
fair growth. 


In lot three, which were pruned to 


three Inch stubs, on June 1, It was 
found that eighteen were making 
good growth with two reported fair. 


In the lot where one-third of the 


top was left It was found that on 
June 1 only eleven were making 
good growth, six were making fall- 
growth; two were reported making 
very poor growth and one was found 
to he dead. 


It Is concluded from this experi- 


ence that pretty severe pruning Ii 
necessary to the trees before being 
set out In order to Insure .good 
growth. 
It Is not found that the 


trees were Injured by being healed 
after pruning, waiting suitable time 
for planting.
